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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


TO THE CITIZENS OF BURNHAM: 


In submitting this Annual Town Report, we have endeavored to 
present a brief summary of all accounts and financial conditions of 
the Town of Burnham for the fiscal year ending February 3, 1978. 


We closed our books on February 3rd, with a cash on hand 
balance of $67,718.50. 


The parking area at the public beach has been nearly completed 
except for some grading and fencing to be done this spring. We 
urge everyone to park their cars in this area and not along the side 
of the road. 


You will notice that in this years warrant we are asking that you 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow up to One Hundred Twenty Five 
Thousand dollars for Hot Topping of town roads. In the past five 
years, the cost of tarring and patching roads has been more than 
Ninety-Seven Thousand dollars. Our roads are not any better now 
than they were five years ago. We are also asking that Twenty Five 
Thousand dollars be transferred from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Account to the Town Road and Bridge Account as there are several 
culverts that need to be replaced and many areas that need some 
reconstruction before the roads are ready for Hot Top. 


In the State Aid Road Account, we are asking for 3 Units for 
Reconstruction. If we raise this amount for two years, hopefully we 
will have enough to reconstruct the road at Twitchell’s Corner. We 
have asked the Department of Transportation to survey this section 
of road this summer and give us an estimated cost. 


This past year, there have been several appointments made to 
various positions where the person appointed has not gone to the 
Town Clerk and been sworn into office and therefore may not 
legally act on any decision made. It is our duty to make these - 
appointments, it is your duty to get sworn into office. Lack of 
interest makes it very difficult to find persons to fill the needed 
positions that require very little time. We feel that you citizens 
should become more interested in your Town Gevernment. 
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We wish to note that our Recreation Committee has done an 
outstanding job in working with and helping our young people 
along with their many projects this year. 


We wish to thank everyone for their cooperation in helping us to 
make this another successful year.

Fires for the 1977-1978 year totaled 35 with the breakdown as 
follows: 


House Trailers, 2; Chimney, 8; Car, 1; House, 10; Grass, 12; 2 
Out of Town House Fires. 


On 1 grass fire court action was taken and the town was 
reimbursed for it’s cost. 


Also on 4 of these house fires, the State Fire Marshall’s office is 
still doing investigations on them, also on the car. 


Arson is now the Number 1 crime in the United States. The 
State Fire Marshall’s office will be called in on any suspicious fires. 


I would at this time like to thank the management of the Ethan 
Allen plant for the fine cooperation that they have given the 
firemen for being able to go to fires. 


This past year a matching grant from the State Forestry 
Department was received in the amount of $1,055.00. We put 
$1,055.00 with it and we have bought an encoder, a telepatch and 
12 plectrons with it. The encoder and plectrons are in operation. 
We are waiting for one part for the telepatch before the whole 
operation can be operated from the Red Phones. 


On March 17th from 1 p.m. to 9 p.m. an open house will be held 
at the New Fire Station at Reynolds Corner. At this time we would 
like to have all of the townspeople and any other outsiders come 
and take a look at the excellent building we have. 


During the past year, a lot of the Volunteer Firemen have put in 
a tremendous amount of their free time on equipment, Fire Station 


# 1 and the new # 2 Fire Station. 


At this time, I would like to give a big thanks to all the members 
of the fire department, townspeople, and the town officials for the 
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excellent fire department we have.

Scope of Audit: 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and reconciled with the records at 
audit date. Records were checked to determine the accuracy 
of recording cash transactions. 


The cash account was verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Letters of confirmation were used 
to verify the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits on a tést basis 
as well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined on a selective 
basis. Excise tax collections were verified with the copies 
of receipts retained by the tax collector. Trust fund tran- 
sactions were examined. Surety bond coverage was reviewed. 


Revenues: accruing to the municipality from various sources 
was verified. 


Records of town meetings as pertained to financial matters 
were examined. 


Departmental Operations: 

The fiscal year's operations showed that a net unexpended de- 
partmental balance of $15,284.65 was lapsed to surplus, per 
the following summary.

The unexpended balances in the overlay, welfare, and highway 
accounts, less overdrafts in various accounts were the major 
factors contributing to the amount lapsed.
